Straightening. The E14 Jacks placed at either end are 
used to bend axle upward. 


By changing position of jacks and hooks, axle or wheels 
may be “dished” or aligned as desired. Unnecessary to 
remove axle or even wheels from job. Simply run coach 
or truck on platform over I-beam. 


By this method long tie-ups of equipment are unneces- 
sary. The toughest job of straightening can be accom- 
plished in less than an hour where the same task here-to- 
fore required more than a day lay-up of truck or bus.
